Two British officers and seven 
Gurkha soldiers cut off from the 
main force in Northern Malaya 
early in the war have reached); 
Singapore after 40 days. They

guages at West Point, where he 
was graduated in 1908. 

He transferred to the aif service 


}from the infantry in 1917 and the 


next year was commandant of the 
School of Military Aeronautics at 
Columbus, O. With the wartime 
rank of Major he sailed for 
France, where he was assigned to 
air, staff duties. 

Frem_1919 to 1924.Gen. Chaney 
was Assistant Military Attache 
for Air at Rome, and he received 
three Italian decorations—order of 
tne Crown, Croce di Guerra, and 
Italian Ribbon. 

In more recent years he has 
commanded the Air Corps. schools 
at Brooks, Kelly and Randolph 
fields in Texas, and in 1940 he 
was named head of the Air De- 
fense Command at Mitchel Field, 
New York.

told foreign correspondents today. 

Although German tank activities 
have been greatly limitéd since the 
winter set in, Gen. Govorov pre- 
dicted that the Nazis would try to 
resume mass armored attacks next 
spring. He said the German Army 
“unquestionably still is a powerful 
force” and added that Soviet abil- 
ity to withstand renewed mass 
tank operations in the spring, if 
attempted, will depend on the ful- 
filment of the material promises 
of Russia’s allies combined with 
Soviet output. 

“When the _  Hitlerites are 
crushed, it will be from the blows 
of the Red Army and not other- 
wise,” he asserted. 


Visit to Mozhaisk Area. 


During a two-day tour we: for- 
eign correspondents visited the 
reconquered towns, and villages in 


the Mozhaisk region, talked with 
Red Army officers and German 
prisoners and obtained a first-hand 
impression of the difficulty of 
waging war in this incredibly cold 
Russian winter. 

Prisoners who had been captured 
within the last three days declared 
they had been told nothing of the 
United States’ entry into the war 
with Germany although they had 
been informed of the Japanese- 
American conflict. They said frost- 
bite had recently been causing as 
many Or more casualties in the 
German Army as shells, bombs and 
bullets. 

We saw ample evidence of the 
terrible effectiveness of Adolf Hit- 
ler’s scorched earth policy along 
the line of the German retreat 
from Moscow—a swath of still 
smouldering villages obliterated by 
fire to deprive the Russians of 
shelter or stores, Only in places 
where the Soviet attack had been 
sudden and’ swift—as at Mozhaisk 
—were most of the buildings still 
standing. 


Reds Aim at Smolensk. 


We saw and heard enough to 
convince us that the main objec- 
tive of the present phase of the 
Russian counteroffensive is the re- 
capture of Smolensk and that 
while the Nazis gre preparing 
strong defenses at intermediate 
points such as Ghzatsk and Vyaz- 


forces in the Mozhaisk sector, 


ma they manifestly are trying to 
make Smolensk an impregnable 
barrier, ; 

At the burnt-out. town of Uva- 
rova, 15 miles west of Mozhaisk, 
we could plainly hear cannonnad- 
ing six miles farther on. A battle 
was developing near -:Ghzatsk. 
Ghzatsk is almost 100 miles from 
Moscow on the main Moscow- 
Smolensk highway. 


Traveling through the war zone 
we saw isolated pieces of 
abandoned German equipment in- 
cluding perhaps a dozen tanks, 
scores of trucks and automobiles, 
and other odds and ends of equip- 
ment. But there were nothing like 
the great masses of material such 
as we had seen a few weeks 
before in the wake of the precipi- 
tate Nazi withdrawal from Klin, 
north of Moscow. , 

The German retreat apparently 
is taking on a more organized 
aspect. Moreover, the fact that 
the Germans are using less mech- 
anized equipment at the front 
than before also reduces the booty 
for the Russians. 3 


Fewer German Dead. 


There were fewer bodies, too, 
along the roadside though numer- 
ous German graveyards, marked 
with a little row of birch crosses 
each surmounted by a steel helmet, 
indicated that the casualties had 
been considerable. Most of these 
little cemeteries contained no more 
than from five to 15 graves but at 
a point ‘about 40 miles west of 
Moscow, where one of the severest 
battles of the Mozhaisk campaign 
had occurred, there was a collec- 
tion of 300 crosses protruding from 
the snow on both sides of the main 
highway. ;

WOULD like to clarify any erroneous 


om sources some 10,000 miles away for 96 per cen 
of our rubber, when the plant is a native of America? 

It is a long and complex story, but in bare outline, 
it is this: Some 70. years ago, several Hnglishmen 
got the idea of trying to grow rubber in the 
Far Mast. They obtained seeds of the hevea tree 
from the Amazon Valley, and after great effort, got 
them to growin Ceylon, Malaya and elsewhere. Only 
four tons of the world’s rubber supply came from 
Asiatic plantations in 1900, but in recent years their 
annual production has been more than a million 


‘tons, while the South American yield dwindled to a 


few thousand tons per year. 

American buyers found that rubber could be ob- 
tained for a few cents cheaper per pound from Brit- 
ish and Dutch interests than in South America. 
Labor costs were relatively high in Brasil, export 
taxes for a time were steep and the industry-was 
kept on a primitive basis. So the Asiatic producers 
prospered, and could virtually fix their own prices. 

Now the United States is being reminded of the 
neglected nearby resources. Oswaldo Aranha, For- 
eign Minister of Brazil, said in a speech last week 
that there are 20,000,000 wild rubber trees in the 
Amazon jungle, waiting to be tapped, “if you would 
pay half of the $1.20 per pound you are paying for 
synthetic rubber.” The supply is undoubtedly 
there, but it would eost virtually double the present 
price of crude rubber, and this is one reason the 
Brazilian trade has languished. Had more pianta- 
tions like the one oa the Amazon now being devel- 
oped by Henry Ford .been started earlier, we might 
by now be independent of Asiatic sources, with a 
steady supply assured at reasonable prices. 

There are other products with a similar history. 
Aranha said: “Bolivia has plenty of tin, but you 
were bringing it halfway around the world from 
the Malayas.” ‘The story of tin is similar to that of 
rubber, but with variations. 

We have been importing around 85 per cent of 
our tin from Malaya, most of whose fields are now 
in Japanese hands. Yet Bolivia has tin deposits of 
considerable extent, though inferior in quality to the 


we bought had to be shipped to Liverpool to be smelt- 
ed, then returned to this country, because we had 
no tin-smelting industry. Now, with shipping dras- 
tically restricted by the Battle of the Atlantic, that 
source is also threatened. Not until last year did 
the Government begin providing tin-smelting facili- 
ties here, by construction of a plant in Texas. 

In many other important commodities, the story 
is also of missed opportunities. Quinine, the spe- 
cific for malaria, is a native of Latin America. Like 
the rubber tree, seeds were obtained by enterprising 
Buropeans, and the basis was laid for the great plan- 
tations in Java, creating a Dutch monopoly. Says 
Carleton Beals in his “Pan America” (1940): “If the 
Japanese were suddenly to make that long-feared 
grab southward, we should find ourselves without 
quinine as suddehly as without rubber.” The An- 
dean countries still have wild cinchona trees, and 
could provide some of this important medicine, but 
intensive cultivation is the obvious need. 

We have been importing 50 per cent of our tung- 
sten from China, although there are deposits in Bo- 
livia, Peru, Brazil and Argentina. Mercury produc- 
tion has long been in the hands of an Italian-Span- 
ish monopoly, to the negleet of deposits in several 
South Amefican countries. Though eoconuts grow 
in Latin America, this country for years has bought 
most of its copra, needed for soap-making, from 
the Orient. Other products, such as tea, silk, hemp, 
cork and jute, could probably be grown successfully 
in the New World, just as American plants were 
transplanted to the Old World. 

Yet this country has not been particularly inter- 
ested in helping introduce these new enterprises in 
Latin. America, or assisting in the development of 
its present assets. It has preferred to trade with 
far-off sources, neglecting the danger of being cut off 
from its supplies by war. This hemisphere might 
have been virtually self-sufficient if the opportuni- 
ties had been seized a few years ago. 

Some of these products can atill be developed in 
}time fo supply the demands of this war. A long- 
range view demands that steps ultimately be taken 
for the production of every possible commodity in 
this hemisphere. 

True solidarity must have a basis of mutually prof- 
itable trade among the American nations. We can 
achieve that solidarity, free this country from the 
exactions of foreign monopolies and insure sup- 
plies of raw materials for industry by helping 
Latin America to the limit in entering these new 
| fields of production.

The Roberts report disposed of the drys’ hopes 
that Pearl Harbor could be turned into an argument 
in their campaign for wartime return of prohibition.

a document of great historical impor- 

tance, Ten months ago,-soon after cre- 
ation of the OPM, the committee was or- 
ganized by Senator Truman largely to pre- 
vent the power of criticism from falling 
into irresponsible hands in Congress. Now 
the report brings to a close the Hfe of the 
OPM in its present form and, with it, an 
entire phase of our war effort. 

Like the hearings before the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee in January, 1018, 
the report has provided a positive accom- 
plishment in precipitating the reofganiza- 
tion of the war administration—in this case, 
by the creation of the War Production 
Board under Donald Nelson. 

Often in the last 10 months, the Truman 


committee has righted wrongs at once, sim- | 


ply by bringing them to light. As it has 
turned over each page of the unfolding 
war effort, it has listened in turn to the con- 
fident testimony of Secretary Knox, the 
angry ranting of the vice-president of Alcoa, 
the condescending statements of some Army 
officers and the self-justification of Jesse 
Jones, whom alone it has let off too lightly. 

Now the Truman committee has emerged 
with a powerful condemnation, not of the 
administration of the war effort, but of 
precisely those phases of it which the New 
Republic has attacked. The eom- 
mittee’s conclusions extend far beyond those 
of the New Republic, however, and, since

Court Says FCC Cannot In- 
vade Privacy in ‘Hope. of 
Turning Up Something, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (AP).— 
The Federal Court of Appeals an- 
nounced a ruling today that James 
G. Stahiman, 
Nashville (Tenn.) Banner, must ap- 


| pear for ‘questioning before the 


Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, but put definite limitations 
around the commission’g inquiry 
into newspaper ownership of radio 
stations. 

Stahiman, a former president of 


the American Newspaper Publish-| 


ers’ Association, refused to appear 
before the FCC when ordered to do 
so. The commission appealed to 
the Federal District. Court, which 
held Stahiman had to appear. 
The Appellate Court said the law 
creating the commission gave it 
thé right t6 make inquiry into cer- 
tain aspects of the ownership and 


‘| operation of radio stations. 


It said. the decision did. not 
authorize the commission to force 
witnesses “to bare their records, 


relevant or irrelevant, in the hope 


that something will turn up, or 
to invade the privacy protected by 
the fourth .amendment” to the 
Constitution. 

The Court said the commission 
might “seek through an investiga- 


tion of its own making informa- 


tion properly applicable to the 
legislative standards set up in the 
act, . . ., We should not assume 
that the investigation will.be con- 
ducted for any other purpose or 
in disregard of the constitutional 
limits which govern such pro- 
cedure.” 

It expressed the opinion the 
FCC had the right to obtain in- 
formation on such questions as: 
“Whether the joint association of 
newspaper and radio stations is 
prejudicing the free and fair 
presentation of public issues and 
information over the air, whether 
it tends to restrict or distort the 
broadcasting of news, whether it 
restricts freedom of access to the 
radio for discussion .of public is- 
sues or unduly limits access of 
news gathering agencies?”
